‘We are not to have such an extraordioary
thiog sss record of 91 seconds for 100
yards; st least mot for the present The
committee of the Amuieur Athletic Union
have decreed this, and 1 suppose that when
they “ope their mouth let no dog bark.™
That committee has been 1o session and pro-
nounced upon mavy things, and, generslly
speaking, their findings appear créditable,
but inssmoch as they are human beings 1
dou't think that they will lay absolute
claim to infsllibility. Doubtless, there
woulan’t be much surprise when it was
known that Mr. Carey's elaim of running
100 yards in 91 weconds was Te-

jeeted. All past experience was sgsiast it,
sud, as I remurked last week, the claim was
entirely on the defensive. While we are
bound to accept the ruling of the committee,
1 don't hesitate to say that there is much
cause for complaint as to the method, or at
lenst the reported method, of arriving at the
decision in question. A veryable and lueid
repori of the meeting tells us that the claim
was “not investigated at all" and that after a
few very briel remarks the following resolution
wzs unanimeasly adopted;

Fesolved, That this Board refuses to investd-
gate & clrim so manifestly absurd,

The affidavits that had been p and
swern o in defense of the claim were entirely
fgnored. This very expeditious and evidently
pelf-willed plan of gettmyg through very im-

Of conrse I mmp aware
that some things are so absurd that they need
no investigation, bat any fair minded wan who
has paid apy attention to sprinting during the
128t ten or fifteen vears will not contend that
Mr. Carey's claim was s0 absura as o make
it ridiculous on the part of the
board to investignte it.

That is the plain English of 1o
Why, the very tact that three or four watches
recorded almos: the sames time is svificieut
matter in itself for investigation. A faot of
that kind can anly be discarded because of one
of two thinge, viz::hatit was s conspiracy or
that it was the resul: of every timer making
mistako exactly allke., Jiu elther oase 1 submit
there was ample grounds tor snguicy, if Tor no
other reason than enlightening the publ
But there is certanly one very important opin-
ism expressed by the board, snd which can only
be rédd between the lines. That opinion s to
the effect that the pentiemen who timed Mr.
Carey were extremely questionside. Now in
all fairpess the statements of thess gentlemen
ought to have beon examived aud an opinion
expressed ns to whether they were the result of
& misunderstanding or whether they wers the
resuli of romething else.

Had Thelr Minds Made Up.

There is certainly overy reason 1o belisve
that every wmoember of the beard in question
badbis mind wade up on the claim of Mr,
Carey before the board met. If I wmistake nat,
ene or two members of the board had patlicly
placed themselves on record’ regardiug the
claim long before the dboard meeting was held,
This is prejudging 8 elaim with a vengeance.
If an imporian board, such as that with which
we are dealing. is 10 o characterized by feat-
wres of this kind, Iis prestize will not last loog.
The board meinbe <, belore making up their
minds on the matter, should certainly have met
efficially, und beard a1l argpuments and state-
ments.  The fact of their not dolug so leads to
the conclusion that prejodice sguinst deal-
fug with soything extraordinary was the
eutire sonrce of their offizal oploion,
Mr. Owens' recond was acoepled withont a
marimur as far as [ know, and most certainly,
layleg aside the extraordinary femture of
Carev's ciaim, there were strauger objections
to Me, Owen's claim than to that of the Man-
battan runners. Hot it may hawve been fortu-
mate for Mr. Owen that Mr. Carey's cluim was
made at all. I am quite aware that there was
& Yery remarkable uilference Letween Bprinter
Carey at Washington and Sprinter Caroy at
Princeton, bu: this difference | emphutically
smunintaio ought not to have prevented s thor-
ough and conrtecus investigation of the claim.
Tuese recent contenlions regarding records
would seem to surgest the advis -bilisy of the
Al A, UL adopting sowe plan thut will tend to
prevent great misunderstandings o future. It
might be well for the umion te have one or
more representatives to time the races at ama-
teur moetings o any importance. Awmateur
sibigtios Are eoOming more and more numer-
ous and better. The union conld withou! maoch
troulde and probably oo mno  sxpense
select qualified pgentiemen In each ity
s time that class of events, the
uming of which invariably causes
so much unpleasant contention. Indeed this
suggestion wight be carried farther. The
univn's representatives conld see that every-
thing was laid out and measured according to
rule before an event of uny kind tvok place. It
there wore fees to pay let the eluls holding the
sports pay it, because the vory fact of their con.

The Board of the Athiletse Uvion discussed
amatear boxing, and, as & resuit of their de-
liberations, they passed a resolution which
reads as follows: “Resolved, That any amatent
muthiete who shall, on or after Ootober 27, 1880,
compete in & boxing contest of more than four
rounds shalli be suspended for such stated
period as may bLe determined by the Board of
Masagers of the A. A. U." Masters ot a little
mized reparding this resolution.

revented {;om boxing more than four rounds

t was reportesd thit the Istter resolution had
been carried, but the s!atement turned out o
be s mistake.

Why, only about a year
a0 A ostern trip in fall and winter time
filled everybody with enthusiasm, but things
have so wonderfully changed that even players
themselves recognize in such a trip or venture
nothing bat a miserahle failure. Snrely a clir-
cumstunce of this kKind onght to prompt base-
ball players 1o see that there in something sadly
wrong with thelr business, and that they ean do
& great deal, indeed, toward £ the
injury that has been done. One wounld think
that if nothing else would have an fufluence
with them that self interest would induee them
tnact in & way that would soon terminate all
the humbug and nonsense that have siripped
their calling of it= glory, pres and profit
Depend upon it, all these suits here and.there
for playars' salaries paint with unernog finger
to the fact that the playars, in very many in-
stanoes, are assisting in the ruination of their
own interesta. If any man, or any ciass of
men, have good reaspn to strive for the termi.
nation of what is called this baseball conflict,
the ball players are the parties.
